DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-4, 13-15, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is vague and indefinite. From claim 1 , it is understood that the 
suspension device is only "adapted to be suspended on a rod (16) so as to be 
slideable along the rod." The rod is not a positive limitation. Later in claim 2, the 
claim recites the rod and bracket "arranged to permit the hooks to slide past the 
brackets". It is not clearly whether applicant attempts to claim a combination or a 
mere hanger subcombination. Form examination purpose all apparatus claims 
will be treated as claiming a hanger subcombination, as suggested by 
independent claim 1 . 

In both claims 1 3 and 20, it is not clear whether "the other hook" is referred to 
that of the same hanger with the "one hook" or that of another hanger. The claim 
states "at least one of the hangers", suggesting additional "other hook." 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Hoskinson et al. (Des. 317,858). Note that intended use is given no 
patentable weight. Hoskinson et al. meets all limitation as claimed. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-12,18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Schofield (515,097). '097 discloses an embodiment having hooks 
instead of rings (col. 1 , lines 30-33). Brackets are inherent structures to support the rod. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 5, 1 3-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schofield '097 in view of Tendrich et al. (2,239,631). 

'097 discloses the invention as claimed but for the sliding fillet. '631 teaches a 
sliding fillet (24, 25 or 26) to enhance an overlapping edges of the curtains. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the hooks of '097 with a sliding fillet to provide 
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overlapping curtain edges so that the overlapping portion will be in place without 
requiring any particular care. 

As to claims 13 and 20. using two rods is a well-known and common feature in 
the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in that art to use 
multiple rods to hang various curtains for decoration purpose.
